THE GERMAN-CHINESE: TREATY. 

The correspondent of the L. dC. Express. 
writes under date Hamburg, April 5, as

The ‘Imperial Government recently tras 
handed to the Bundersrath (Commissioners |} 
of the several German States at Berlin) the 
additional clause of tho German-Chinese 
Commercial Treaty, which was signed. at 
Peking on 31st of March, 1880.
